Quano Shales, only child of Mr., and 
Mrs.- Charles Shales. of English Prairie,, 
met his death by drowning, "in the 
swimming hole at Wilmot; shortly after 
one.o'ciock Thursday afternoon. 

In company' with Elmer Stensel he 
had gone to the hold in search of clams. 
In about half an hour Elmer decided he 
would go up to the stone pile at the 
mill after his' sein. Before leaving he 
asked Duane if he ( were afraid to stay 
.alone.. TJieJad assurred him ho was 
not afraid and that he was all right. 

While Elmer was at the stone pile. tie 
looked back to the swimming hole but 
failed to see Duane, bo he at -once, hur- 
ried back to see what had happened. 

'Duane's. clothing on the bank was the 
•only trace he could discover and plainly 
told the pathetic story. Hurry IngVup 
town Elmer told his suspicions anji with 
in ten minutes the river was filled with 
swimmers and sveral boat loads of men 
and the banks werelined with anxious 
.watchers. Diving, dragging, seining; 
and even the explosion of dynamite 
proved ineffectual in- locating -the body. 
About five o'clock E. E. Wright and 
Tom Loftos located it about a half mile 
south of town, and had it nearly to the 
surface but it slipped off the hooks. 
Geo. Smith, Fred Harineman and Fred 
G auger dove again and again at the 
spot but were unsuccessful. .Reinforce- 
ments were secured and the search was 
kept up till midnight, Arthur Buckley. 
Jas. Carey and Mr. Sweet continuing 
to dive long after the rest'w'ere forced 
to. leave the water. ?Two const guards, 
from Kenosha arrived about eight 
o'clock but they too were unsuccessful. 
Wm. Mattern one- of Wilmot's mbBt 
noted hunters and fishermen, who is 
thoroughly acquainted with the -river 
its currents and undercurrents, figured 
out about where the current frorn that 
particular spot would be most likely to 
carry' the body. Following this theory 
he took his boat and claming outfit ear- 
ly Friday morning and started down 
the river. A few- Tods south of the 
Harley Davidson Motor camp he drew 
up over about seven feet'r of water on 
the east sides of the river, at least a 
mile, south of the. village. The third 
time he dragged across, be felt some- 
thing heavy on the hook, lifting care- 
fully he brought the" nooks- to the sur- 
face, ano tenderly placing their burden 
in his boat he started back to town with 
his object accomplished and the search 
ended/ 

The news quickly spread over "town 
and It was a sad assemblage of relatives 
and friends that met him at the pier. 
The body was. take to the Wright 
'undertaking parlorand an inquest was 
heio^Tn the -afternoon. The verdict ren- 
dered was "accidental death." 

Funeral services were held at .tho 
home Saturday afternoon at l:30o'clock 
with Rev. Harris of Richmond' officiat- 
ing.. Mrs. H. Greely sang several ap- 
propriate solos and several of his lit'tle 
school mates acted as flower girls. 
Cousins of the deceased served as bear- 
ers. The.remains were buried at-Rlng- 
wood. . _ 

Dtiahe was born' nt Hebron, May 13, 
1906, and lived there until three years 
ago when his father purchased the 
Frank Hatch farm at' English. Prairie 
and moved the family there. The lad 
attended the. grade school at Wilmot 
He was a likeable bov and a great fav- 
oritewith all who knew him.

Geological Survey to be 

Made in Lake County 

Engineers and surveyors are making 
a survey of about half of Lake county 
and a part of Cook county. 
- The U. S. Geological Survey, in co- 
operation with the State of Illinois, has 
commenced the survey of the Baring- 
ton Grass Lake quadraples. The party 
will be followed at a later date by the. 
topographic force, which will fill in all 
details and finish the map. The maps 
will probably be ready for publication 
in about a year. 

' This survey will cover an area of ap- 
proximately 400 square miles embrac- 
ing the townships of Barnngton, Pala- 
tine, Hanover and Shaumberg in Cook 
county and Antioch', Avon, Cuba,; Ela, 
Fremont, Grant and 'Wauconda town- 
Bhips.in Lake County. 

The maps will show the natural 
features of lands, as hills and valleys, 
all bodies of water such as lakes, 
marshes, streams and springs, routes 
of tray el as railroads; wagon roads, 
trails, political boundaries, cities, towns 
permanent buildings and the names of 
natural and other features. 

The survey of thiB locality was made 
the latter part of last week. 

Lovvden Signs Seizure 

Bill; Home Exempt 

* ■ . - ■ "■* 

Gov. Lowden, on June 22, announced 
that he had signed the so-called search 
and reizure bill.. Therefore it will be- 
come' a law of Illinois July 1. 

The formal statement of Gov. Low- 
den is accompanied by. an official opin- 
ion, given to the governor by Attorney 
General Edward J. Brundage advises 
the governor that enforcement of the 
search and seasure act- '-'would not 
make it unlawful for a person' to serve 
intoxicating liquors to his family or 
bona fide guests in hjs residence or 
apartment in the course of the hospi- 
tality ordinarily shown guests/' 

This declaration from the attorney 
general is extremely importment, inas- 
much as the legislature passed a com- 
panign. bill that expressly places upon 
the attorney general the duty of. enforc- 
ing the search and seizure act, and 
gives to him a fund of $50,000 to do the 
job: 

Gov. Lowden's position is that the 
complaints of objectors as they have 
been made to the search and seizure act 
run against' the federal prohibition 
amendment and the July 1 act of the 
feneral government.

Estimate on Winter Wheat 

It is estimated by crop experts that 
winter wheat in the United states will 
this year give the biggest yield in the 
history of.the country. In Lake,county 
winter wheat will probably average 
between thirty and forty bushels per 
acre. Among the best fields so far 
seen are those on the farms of W. E. 
Brooks, Wauconda; L. D. Kellogg, 
Deerfield; John Raup Prairie View; 
Hawthorn farm,. ' Liberty ville; L. F. 1 
Swift, Lake Forest; Henry Ames and 
F. E. Henry, Zion City; Geo. White, 
D. H. Minto and A. G. Hughes, Anti- 
fchjEd.Witt, Prairie View'and H.-E 
Flood, Gurnee. , 

v Hay is the seconQ crop in importance 
in the United States as far as total 
values are concerned. -The hay crops 
in Lake county are usually, some fields 
of alfalfa will yield from 2 to 3 tons of 
hay per acre for the first cutting. 
Clover and timothy are equally good. 
Alsike is somewhat lighter but it is to 
be expecthd. 

• Alfalfa and clover, will be rather hard 
to cure because of this rank growth. 
Unless most of the lenves are saved 
the feeding value will be materially 
reduced. The .Lake County .Farm bu- 
reau' will try out a number of curing 
methods this summer, such ns shocking 
a covering with hay capp, curing on a 
special frame in the field and swinging 
green' wilted haff off the ground by 

means of hay slings.

Senate Adopts Repeal by Vote of 

to 6 and House 233 to 122 " 

Effective Oct 30. 
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Washington, Juno 20.— In response 
to the widespread demands from the 
rural sections of the country, both Uie 
senate and the house voted to repeal 
the daylight saving law. 
. The senate adopted the repeal by a 
votp of 50 to 0; the house by u vote of 
233 to 122. As adopted by the senate 
the repeal takes effect on October 20 ; 
as adopted by tho house It becomes ef- 
fective October 30. A conference be- 
tween the two houses probably will be 
necessary to adjust this difference of 
time. 

Senator La Folletto of Wisconsin of- 
fered tho repeal In the senate. He said 
he would have preferred .'to make It ef- 
fective much earlier, but had deferred 
to tho wishes of some of his colleagues, 
who feared that much confusion would 
result from changing tho time before 
October 20. 

Senator Williams, of Mississippi pro- 
tested vehemently against the action. 
The only votes against the repeal In 
the senate were- those of Senator Car- 
der of New York, Senator Newberry of 
Michigan, Senator Frellnghuysen of 
New Jersey, Senator Page of Vermont, 
Senator Phipps of Colorado and Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas. 

Itepresentative Esch of Wisconsin, 
chairman of tho committee on inter-, 
state and foreign, commerce wns'ln 
charge of the bill. He, declared that 
tho farmers of the middle West were 
^unanimously demanding the repeal of 
the law on the ground that It advanced 
the milking hour to. an unreasonable 
time and cut short the last cad of tho 
working day when conditions were 
most favorable for work in the fields. 
Others who spoke for the repenl In- 
cluded Representatives Sweet of Iowa, 
Knutson of Minnesota, Sanders of In- 
diana and Campboll of Kansas.

•Samuel Gompers, president of tne 
federation, was greeted with a roar of 
cheers late In the day when he an- 
nounced from the .plntform that three 
of the four great railroad brotherhoods 
—the engineers, conductors and. train- 
men— had applied for charters In the 
federation. 

The fourth brotherhood— the firemen 
—was meeting at Denver, he said, to 
consider a similar application. If the 
firemen followed the example of the 
other brotherhoods, the ranks of the 
federation will be Increased by 500.000 

men- , , .... 

Delegates were of the opinion that 
with the entry of the brotherhoods the 
federation will hack the demand of 
the railway men for goveroment own- 
ership and control. of the roads. This 
subject hns been referred to the execu- 
tive "council with Instructions to formu- 
late n policy.. 

The convention pledged. Its support 
to the striking commercial telegraph 
operators and appointed a committee 
to confer' with Postmaster General 
Burleson In the hope of obtaining for 
the telegraphers the same concessions 
which have been granted to electrical 
and telephone workers. 

A resoluUon* wns.adoptcd requesting 
congress to Investigate the alleged sup- 
pression of free speech and other 
American Institutions In western Penn- 
sylvania, while another resolution se- 
verely criticized municipal officials In 
Toledo for employing discharged sol- 
diers in uniform to perforin civil po- 
lice duty in a strike. 

The convention turned down a reso- 
lution Introduced by Seattle delegates 
which would have put the American 
Federation of Labor on record as be- 
ing in favor of prohibition.. 

Tlie convention also udoptcd a reso- 
lution chnnglng the A. F. of L. consti- 
tution so as to permit disciplinary ac- 
tions ngalnst unions which show radi- 
cal- tendencies; The executive council 
is authorized to revoke the charter of 
any central union or body of delegates 
which calls a strike or attempts to 
take a strike vote which would, If suc- 
cessful, cause a walkout of affiliated 
bodies. 

Another resolution denounced "de- 
plorable conditions" In the .railway 
mall service and asked that congress 
pass laws providing for a standnrd 
day for railway- mall clerks.

MANY VIC TORY LO AN MEDALS 

As in Former Liberty Loans, Women 

of District Will Do Great Work in 

"Carrying On" to Success the 

Victory Liberty Loan. 

Ten thousand medals' tnndo from 
captured Gorman cannon are to ho 
distributed to women Victory LoYin 
workers throughout the states 'of Illi- 
nois, loua, Michigan, .Indiana, and 
Wisconsin at the close of the coining 
campaign.

**hn. Even hfter tile fighting 
>.\vas some time before the 
' ] for independence gained 
^v.id\vay In the. public mind. 
-Ar\13. 1770, a committee np« 
tpolnted tonifepare 'an 'address to the 
country presented Its report to con- 
gress. This report reads In part:. 

*'\Ve have been accused of carrying 
on the war for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an empire. Wo disavow the In- 
tention. We declare that what we 
ailmed at and" 'what wo are entrusted 
hy you' to' pursue is the defense and 
re-estnbllshinent of the constitutional 
•rights of the colonies." 

It was not 'until June 7, 1770, that 
Itichord Henry Lee of Virginia intro- 
duced a resolution which was. to be- 
come only less familiar than the Dec- 
Haratlon itself. . This .resolution con- 
tains the :-famous^ sentence: "That 
these United Stntes are and of right 
iought to be free and Independent 
states; that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British crown, 
'and that all political connection be- 
"tween them and the state of Great 
Britain Is and ought to bo dissolved." 
This resolution was debated many 
rtlmes by congress. The chief speak- 
ers for separation were John Adnms, 
Sits cousin, . Samuel Adams ; Roger 
[ Sherman, Oliver Olcott, itichard Henry 
Leo and' George Wythe. John Dlck- 
( Inson of Pennsylvania led the opposl- 
£ tion for delay, prominent among his 
followers being John Jay, James Wil- 
son, James ; Dunne, Edward Uutledgo 
4ind Robert It Livingston, but It. was 
-evident frorn^ tho beginning that they 
were In the minority. ' 

To save tllno a committee was ap- 
pointed on June 11 to f ramp tho Dec- 
laration of Indepeadence. Strange to 
any, Richard Henry Lee, who was the 
father of the resolution, nnd by. par- 
liamentary right should have had -the 
-chairmanship ' of the committee, was 
left out of it. The reasons for this 
omission have been variously ex- 
plained. It' lin fact that he was ab- 
sent when the committee wns named, 
llmvlng been called homo by the illness 
|. of his wife. !' 

The five members were Thomas Jef- 
itterson of Virginia, John Adams of 
1-MnsBuchuBctts,: Benjamin Franklin of 
Pennsylvania', Roger Sherman of Con- 
necticut and Robert R. Livingston of 
New York. All flvV were prominent 
In' the congress and in natlonnl affairs. 
Roger Sherman' is unique in American 
dstory as a signer of the four great 
locuments: the Articles of Assocla- 
lon the Declaration- of 'Independence, 



the Articles of Confederation and- the 
Constitution— all. of which ho was in- 
strumental in preparing. 

-The 'committee elected . Jefforson 
chnlrmnn and Instructed hlra to make 
a draft of a declaration. The com- 
mittee submitted its first draft iJunc 28. 
July 2 the congress adopted the res- 
olution presented by Lee and resolved 
to take further consideration on the 
morrow. On the third the committee 
had not finished .lts.lnhors, but on July 
4 It presonted-a completed draft to the 
body, and nfter a long debate, which 
continued until the night, the con- 
i gross adopted the Declaration of In- 
dependence. After tho committee of 
the whole had debated the paper for 
hours Benjamin Harrison reported to 
congress that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence had been ngrced to by the 
committee of the whole. The paper 
was again* read and ordered printed. 
-The 'Declaration was committed to 
the printer, Dunlap, immediately, and 
the broadside wns ready on tho fol- 
lowing day, July 5, when It received 
the signatures of John Hancock .and 
of Charles Thomson, president and 
secretary of congress, respectively, au- 
thenticating tho copy to be forwarded 
to 'the governments of the thirteen 
states. The signatures were followed 
by tho words: "By Order and in Be- 
half of the Congress." , 
Copies of the brondsldo were sent 
to the various states and to the com- 
manding ofneers of the continental 
troops. It Is not certain that each of 
these bore the signatures of the pres- 
ident and the secretary. 

On July 19 It wns ordered thnt the 
Declnrntlon "passed on the fourth,' 
should bo fairly engrossed on parch- 
ment with the title and style of 'The 
Unanimous Declaration of tho Thir- 
teen Unltel Stntes of America, 1 and i 
that the same, when engrossed, be' 
signed by every member of congress.?' 
On August .2 tho Journal records 
that "Tho Declaration of 'independ- 
ence, being .engrossed, nnd compared 
at tho table, was signed by the mem- 
bers." ' , 

As to tho signatures to the Decla- 
ration, a volume might bo written. 
The common undcrstnndlng Is that the 
fifty-five men whoso names are ap- 
pended were present In congress on 
July 4, 1770, and assenting to the 
Declaration. This understanding Is 
far from tho- truth. 

SIghnturcs' appear on the document 
of men who were not members of the 
congress at the time the Declaration 
was agreed on. It has been suggested 
that tho proper Interpretation of the 
orders of congress to have the docu- 
ment signed by every member, was In- 
tended to include those who became 
members about this time. 

But Henry; Wlsner of New York, 
who voted for Independence, did not 
sign, and Robert Morris, who did not 
cast his vote for tho .Declarntlon, did. 
Wlsner was absent In New York on 
August 2 to nttend the provincial con- 
gress, to which ho hud been elected, 
and evidently never had an opportu- 
nity to afflx his signature to the| doc- 
ument. 

There was a reason for the delay In 
appending the signatures apart from 
the time' necessary to have the docu- 
ment engrossed.. It was Intended to 
have the Declaration go. out to the 
world ns the unanimous declaration of 



all the colonics, and on July^ Fourth, 



1770, the delegates from New York 
felt some dlflldence In voting, ns they 
had no Instructions. Wlsner, however, 
did cast a vote. in favor of independ- 
ence, and before August 2 New York 
had Instructed her delegation to agree 
to the Declaration. 

There was a hearty response when 
it became known thnt signatures were 
to be appended to the document. Sam- 
uel Chase of Maryland, was absent 
from congress on July 4 nnd the next 
day' he wrote from Annapolls^to John 
Adams, "now-shall I transmit to pos- 
terity that' I gave my assent?^ On 
the ninth Adnms replied, "As soon ns 
nn American seal' is prepared I con- 
jecture the Declaration' will be sub- 
scribed to by all the members, which 
will give you the opportunity you wish 
for of transmitting your name among 
tho votaries of independence." 

Klbrldge Gerry of New York had to 
leave Philadelphia two weeks after 
the Declaration had beeu adopted, and 
he wrote to John nnd to Snmuel Ad- 
ams, "Pray subscribe for me ye Dec- 
laration of Independence If ye same Is 
to be signed as proposed. I think wo 
ought to have ye privilege when neces- 
sarily absent of voting and signing by 

Pr Of y 'tho signers who did not vote for 
the Declnrntlon because they were not 
members at that time. William Wil- 
liams' of Connecticut was not elected 
until July 11; Rush, Clymer, Smith, 
Taylor and Ross of Pensylvnnla were 
not elected until July 20. Charles Car- 
roll of Carrollton, ns well ns Chase, 
was attending a meeting of the Mary- 
land convention on July 4. George 
Wythe of Virginia on the samo day 
Was chairman of the committee of the 
wholo of the Virginia convention, and 
Richard Henry Lee was la the conven- 
tion, having been compelled to return 
I from Philadelphia on account of slck- 
• ness In his family, having left on June 
13. Wllllnm Hooper of North Caro- 
lina was absent from Philadelphia at 
least as late as July 8. Yet.all of those 
members signed the Declaration, al- 
though some of them, It has been 
shown, were not even members at that 
time, and four members were absent. 
Thomas McLean of Delaware. was 
the last to sign nnd did not do so until- 
five years after the ndoptioiv of the 
Declaration nnd nt a time when the 
war virtually wns. at an end. It was 
through no fault of McLean. His name 
was omitted from the printed copy In 

the Journal. 

Tho popular,' traditional Idea of the 
signing of the Declarntlon of Inde- 
pendence presents ft ns a graceful and 
formal function taking' place July 4, 
1770> In a large, handsomely furnished 
chamber lh Independence hall, Phila- 
delphia. To give the necessary touch 
of .vivacity to the picture there Is the 
scene. of tho small boy darting from 
the 'door as the last, 'signer sets his 
autograph to tho parchment, and dash- 
ing down tile street, cnlllng to his 
grandfather to "Ring!
